Bird iovers should begin now 
to prepare feeding stations and 
laying in seed stores. 

Winter bird feeding usually be- 
gins in earnest after the first 
snow covers some of the natural 
food sources that are normally 
available. 

Suet, meat scraps or peanut 
butter can be set out for insect- 
eaters such as woodpeckers and 
nuthatches. Sunflower seeds, mil- 
let seed, cracked corn or scratch 
feed will satisfy the seed- “pe | 
species such as cardinals, spar- 
rows and winter finches. Blue 
jays will eat either suet or 
grains. 
| Feeders should be placed on 
a pole 5-10 feet above the ground, 
with an inverted metallic cone| 
to protect against cats and saquir-! 
rels. 

Stations should also be shelter- 
ed to protect them from wind. 

Suet ren be attached to a treet 
trunk, the side of a pole, or to 
plastic suet holders. made spe- 
cifically for that purpose. : 

While winter feeding can be a 
great aid to the survival of many! 
bird species, do not discontinue 
feeding program before winter is 
; over, ' 

Such action can result in the 
starvation of those birds that 
have become dependent on the 
artificial feeding for their daily 
sustenance.
